Confessions Clear Up 
Many Big Holdups. 


In the arrest of nine men, one of 
them formerly an assistant cashier 
of a Chicago bank, police last night 
obtained confessions clearing up two 
murders and half a dozen major rob- 
beries. They hope, through further 
admissions, to obtain evidence con- 
cerning perhaps fifty other crimes. 

Of those. under arrest, the police 
have made public the names of 
Thomas Holden, John Barry, Charles 
McHugh, Albert Manning, and Harry 
Hunter. Two others of the gang are 
mot named. The remaining pair are 
under arrest in other cities. Two 
other members of the gang are now 
serving long sentences in prison. 

Barry and Holden Leaders. - 

Barry and Holden are the reputed 
leaders of the band. McHugh fur- 
nished the automobile used in several 
of the robberies. Hunter was former- 
ly an assistant cashier in the Citizens’ 
Trust and Savings bank, at 55th and 
State streets, according to the police. 
He “tipped off’ at least one big pay 
roll holdup. Manning's part in the 
conspiracy hasn't yet been told. 

Credit for the exposure of the ring 
is given ~by Chief of Detectives 
Hughes to Sergts. John 8S. Noonan 
and Michael Trant and Lieut.

LOANED $100 IN 1897, 
GETS JUDGMENT FOR 
OVER 304 TRILLIONS 


San Jose, Cal., March 1.—When 
George Jones borrowed $100 for three 
months at 10 per cent interest monthly 
'on Jan. 18, 1897, from Henry R. Stuart, 
he did not figure perhaps that the loan 
would lead up to a judgment against 
him for $304,840,332,912,685.16 in the 
Superior court today. “Compound 
interest” is the explanation.

He reappeared 
recently and Stuart brought suit, hold- 
ing that the debt was not outlawed 
because Jones had remained out of the 
state.

The petition was based 
upon the same plea as that to be used 
today.

It is, in 
fact, the kind of room one finds in oid 
fashioned buildings that have been 
made over for housekeeping. 

Platitudes Only Decoration. 

Church, on his narrow white iron 
bed, is in the southeast corner, just 
to the left of the door as one enters. 


That bed has been occupied by many 
types of murderers since the county 
jail was opened. Just above it is the 
only bit of decoration the room boasts. 
It is a framed page of platitudes. It 
reads:

Announcement that a_representa- 
tive from the eugenics records branch 
of the Carnegie Foundation for the Ad-

A middle western manufacturer of underwear 
found hjs market dead and his factory closed. It 
was the chief industry of his town and the whole 
town was suffering. He told his troubles to the 
manager of a big city store. The manager knew 
he could not sell the garments at the asked price 
of $1.50 each. He induced the manufacturer to 


‘improve methods and cut costs enough to sell his 


article for $1 without sacrificing quality. By hard 
work, by winning the codperation of his employés, 
and by accepting a minimum of profit for himself 
the manufacturer turned the trick. The store took 
the goods on consignment, advertised extensively, 
interested its sales force, and sold $27,000 worth 


of garments in what appeared to be a stagnant | 


market and against a norma! annual sale of $5,000 
for such goods. The manufacturer put the same 
project up to other big stores in other cities.: His 
business and his town were saved. It was accom- 
plished because he gave better goods and his em- 
ployés gave more work for the money asked. 

A young man noticed a bargain counter rush for 

@ women’s leather handbag selling at 98 cents. He 
learned that the wholesale price was $10 a dozen. 
He figured that such a bag at 75 cents would be 
very attractive to a competing store. He con- 
vinced the store, and, by offering an order for 300 
dozen bags to a leather goods manufacturer, suc- 
ceeded in getting a price of $8 a dozen. The size of 
the order made it profitable. It kept the factory 
running and gave a profit, if a small one. The 
‘giving pf more and better goods and more and bet- 
ter work for the money proved good business all 
around. 

A textile manufacturer found himself stuck in 

midseason with half a million dollars’ worth of 
fabrics designed for women’s“ sport” wear. The 
fabric had never been sold for less than $65 a yard. 
He told a sales expert his troubles. The expert in- 
duced him to reach all available cities with offers 
of the goods on consignment at $3.50 a yard, at 
which price he could unload and pay expenses if he 
was willing to advertibe the sales. He did so, with 
much pain and trepidation. He proved that the 
public will respond when offered more and bettér 
goods for less money. He cleared the entire stock. 

A silk manufacturer tells how he weathered the 
Worst of the business depression because his em- 
Ployés, with the situation explained to them, gave 
more and better work for less money, enabling him 
to sell bargains, which the public was eager 
to take. worker cut the manufacturer's costs 
$100,000 a year by a single suggestion on machine 
work. Such work kept his business alive and his 
force employed while competitors were closing all 
around him. 

There is much latent purchasing power still in 
this country. Those who have it, for the most part, 
are thrifty persons or they would not have it. Such 
thrift leads them to be cautious, but they will buy 


what they need when the price fits their purchas-

SHALL WE APPROVE DEBT 
REPUDIATION. 


It is reported from Washington that the house 
ways ahd means committee may delay action on 
soldiers’ bonus legislation for a month or more to 
| allow the new foreign debt commission time to 
obtain definite information as to when interest or 
principal of the foreign debt may be available for 
use in financing the bonus. 


Action has been delayed too long already.. The 
qu@stion of whether we should pay the soldiers 
their adjusted compensation has nothing whatever 
to do with whether European countries pay us what 
they owe. The one is a debt owed by the United 
States to its defenders. The other is a debt owed by 
European countries to the United States for the 
supplies with which they carried on the war. 

Any action to make payment of our debt to our 
soldiers dependent upon the payment of Europe’s 
debt to us would mean the repudiation of the do- 
mestic debt’n event of repudiation of the foreign 
| debt. It would mean that the United States is 

willing to repudiate if it cannot get the money 
easily. Such an attitude here would condone re- 
| pudiation of the foreign debt. This country cannot 
afford to take such a position. 


_gardless of the action of our European debtors. We 
can finance it at home. Then, if Europe pays, the 
money can go into our treasury to reduce taxation. 
But we cannot allow delay or repudiation of Eu- 
rope’s just debts to us to entail repudiation of our 
just debt to our soldiers. Delay of the bonus legis- 
lation with such a prospect would carry a painful 
implication of bad faith on the part of the commit- 
tee responsible.

SUPERVISING LABOR UNIONS. 
' [Christian Science Monitor. ] 


While it may reasonably be assumed that the effort 
now being made in New York to bring about the en- 
actment of legislation giving the state industrial com- 
mission power to prevent strikes and. lockouts, and to 

| supervise labor unions generally, is a direct result of 

the disclosures made in the report of the Lockwood 
legislative committee, it is true that the tendency in 
|tpany sections of the United States is to bring all 
labor organizatio and voluntary associations of 
workers definitely under the supervision of the law. 
The tendency is a natural one, in view of rapidly 
changing industrial and social conditions, 

Labor itself, because it has, no doubt through neces- 
sity, attained to a class consciousness as clearly iden- 
tifable as an entity as are the varied’classes or com- 
binations of capital, has compelled recognition of its 
actual and potential strength, of its power for good. 
and of its opposite tendencies. Gradually the under- 
standing is being gained that this heretofore innocu- 
ous entity has become an active living factor in the 
body politic. There began, a generation ago, a defi- 
nite movement to regulate public utilities, such as the 


railroads and other agencies in whose continued/ 


proper operation the rights of the public were found 
to be paramount, and this asserted power of super- 
visory control was extended gradually to combina- 


tions of capital,as the wealth of powerful financial | 


institutions and the captains of industry became com- 
bined in trusts. Likewise the need is now being real- 
ized of asserting the rights of the public in the contro! 
and supervision of labor unions, Which have become 
no less powerful in their way than the other tombina- 
tions mentioned, no less necessary to the continued 
convenience and prosperity of the people, and no less 
harmful when wrongly directed and controlled. | 

The law will never attempt to direct or contro] the 
activities of the individual in industry. That is to 
say, the artisan who pursues his vocation may do so 
without molestation, just as the farmer or the black- 
smith, in his little shop at the crossroads, work or 
hot as they choose.

NATURALIZATION PAPERS. 

Chicago, Feb, 25.—[Friend of the Peo- 
ple.}—I came to the United States in 1904 
from Austria. In 1908 I took out first 
papers for citizenship. A few months 
later I joined the United States army and 
after being discharged I went as .& sea- 
man on the President Lincoln, which ar- 
rived in Hamburg just before the war 
broke out. I was drafted into the Aus- 
trian army and after two years’ struggle 
to get back to the United States, after 
being a war prisoner, I arrived on Dec. 
24, 1921. I want to be an American citi- 
zen. 
United States army be of any service to 
me now? 

‘1. You lost your residence in the United 
States when you served on a ship of foreign 
register. Your residence in the United States 
commenced on Dec. 24, 1921, and you will 
not be in a position to become a citizen of 
the United States until five years after that 
date. 

2. In the meantime it will be necessary for 
you to file a declaration of intention, as you 
must have a valid declaration of intention at 
least two years old at the time you are ready 
to file a petition for citizenship. 

8. Your army service before 1911 will be 
of no advantage at this time, because under 
the present law an honorably discharged sol. 
dier, except one who served in the United 
States army or navy during the world war, 
must file a petition within six months after 
his discharge from the United States army.

SEPARATE PEACE 


Appeal to Union Head for). 


Wage Conference.

Illinois coal operators will seek to 
negotiate a separate wage agreement 
with the miners of the state; A letter 
was sent last night to Frank Farring- 
ton, president of District 12, United 
Mine Workers of America, asking for 
a conference in Chicago on Magch 8 
between the producers and the workers 
in the Illinois fields. 

“In justice to the public, to the 
miner and the operator,” the letter 
said, “we can see no reason why, be- 
cause of the failure to confer in other 
Btates, a definite attempt to reach an 
agreement in Illinois should not be 
made.”’ 

The request for a state wage confer- 


dent of the Illinois Coal Operators’

Led by Pittsburgh, 
however, operators of districts outside 
Illinois have refused to confer with the 
union, and in some regions have posted 
notices of wage reductions to take ef- 
fect April 1. 
Illinois Biggest Producer. 
Illinois is the largest single produc- 
tion factor in the central competitive 
district. Normally the central com- 
petitive field produces 35 per cent of 
the bituminous coal of the United 
States and Illinois produces 44 per cent 
of all in the centras field. It mines 
more than 15 per cent of the soft coal 
produced in the country. 
What attitude the policy committee 
of the national miners’ organization 
will take on the idea of settlement by 
states is conjectural. But one preva- 
lent opinion at Indianapolis was that 
it might regard piecemeal settlements 
as being disruptive of the national! or- 
ganization as a national agency for col- 
lective bargaining. Mr. Farrington says 
bargaining by states has been done 
before.
